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WE  NOMINATE 


Mathilde  Christman  McKinney.  composer,  pianist  and 
teacher,  who  has  made  this  Holiday  Season  even 
more  memorable  by  creating  "A  Christmas  Cantata" 
expressly  for  Princeton  High  School's  Annual  Christ- 
mas Concert  in  the  University  Chapel  next  Monday 
evening.  December  21st.  Marking  the  fifth  time  in  the 
l)asl  three  years  that  Mrs.  McKinney  has  dedicated  a 
composition  to  a  distinctive  "Princeton  Event,"  the 
soon-lo-be-heard  Cantata,  which  combines  traditional 
chorales  and  original  four-part  choruses,  also  repre- 
sents a  significant  development  on  the  American  scene 
— Christmas  music  which  links  the  turbulent  present 
with  the  world's  wondrous  Christmas  heritage. 

The  inspiration  for  this  latest  work,  to  be  presented 
by  the  High  School's  choral  groups  and  brass  choir 
grew  out  of  a  concert  Mrs.  McKinney  attended  last 
winter  in  the  Chapel.  A  friend  suggested  that  she  should 
do  something  equally  appealing  "for  some  special  oc- 
casion, possibly  for  the  Christmas  concert."  She  agreed 
and  last  July  starfed  cramming  the  project  into  the 
same  crowded  routine  that  produced  a  two-part  anthem 
for  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Miss  Fine's  School  in  1950, 
a  cantata  for  1952's  Community  Good  Friday  Service, 
an  "Elegie  for  Strings"  for  the  Princeton  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  just  a  year  ago  "The  Wise  Men"  for  the 
Girls'  Ensemble  of  the  High  School. 

While  laymen  may  insist  that  composers  dwell  in 
ivory  towers.  Mrs.  McKinney.  now  nationally  known 
tor  her  contributions  in  the  field  of  music,  can  be  de- 
scribed as  a  "delightfully  normal  person  with  an  ex- 
ceptional variety  of  interests."  For  her,  "music  is  there 
all  of  the  time"  and  she  enjoys  recalling  that  "I  even 


thought  out  one  of  my  shorter  pieces  while  canning 
tomatoes."  She  finds  that  ideas  come  easily  but  what 
demands  hour  upon  hour  is  the  preparation  of  the 
rough  draft  and  then  the  painstaking  process  of  trans- 
cribing the  finished  score. 

Mrs.  McKinney,  whose  training  included  gradua- 
tion from  the  Oberlin  Conservatory  of  Music,  four 
years  of  intensive  work  in  New  York  City's  Juilliard 
School  and  study  under  a  number  of  distinguished 
composers,  traces  her  musical  career  back  to  her  early 
years  in  South  Bend.  Indiana,  where  at  home  "we  had 
music  from  the  time  we  could  walk."  One  of  seven 
musically  gifted  children,  she  started  piano  lessons  at 
seven  and  played  her  first  recital  at  13,  the  same  year 
she  began  study  of  the  organ  and  two  years  before 
she  held  her  first  church  position  in  the  St.  Peter's 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  South  Bend. 

The  wife  of  a  research  chemist,  and  the  mother  of 
the  High  School's  top  trumpeter,  15-year  old  Bruce, 
Mrs.  McKinney  stopped  what  she  terms  "dabbling"  in 
1936  and  began  composing  when  asked  to  write  music 
for  a  modern  dance  group  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  She  was 
for  six  years  .the  pianist  for  the  Pittsburgh  Symphony 
Orchestra,  playing  under  the  remarkable  Fritz  Reiner, 
and  for  some  eight  years,  after  establishing  her  home 
here,  taught  piano  at  New  Jersey  College  for  Women. 

For  the  refreshing  vitality  she  imparts  to  her  music 
and  to  anything  she  undertakes;  for  adding  greatly  to 
Princeton's  enjoyment  of  its  "Season  of  Seasons";  for 
insisting  that  "1  am  very  lucky  because  here  I  have 
events  to  write  for  and  also  people  to  play  the  things 
I  love  to  do";  she  is  TOWN  TOPICS'  nominee  for
